Halleck Assails Truman 
and Hannegan as Head 
of Democratic Machine 
That Supports. Radi- 
cals, ‘Isms.’

Representative Charles A. Hal- 
leck of Indiana, chairman of the 
National Republican Congression- 
al Committee, outlined as the 
basis of the 1946 Republican cam- 
paign an attack on the influence 
of the CIO and its Political Ac- 
tion Committee in govérnment 
through the Democratic party at 
the annual Lincoln Day banquet 
of the Missouri Association of Re- 
publicans last night at Hotel,Jef- 
ferson. 

Although attacking the admin- 
istration of President Truman and 
the record of the Democratic 
party as radical and describing 
the Republican party as progres- 
sively conservative, Halleck 
avoided discussion of specific is- 
sues, such as the major strikes. 
He dealt in generalities, delivering 
a type of speech which aroused 
the enthusiasm of his audience, 
largely comprised of organization 
Republicans who could be counted 
upon to cheer any criticism of the 
opposition party. 

Directed to staiwart Republicans 
and party workers, the speech 
contained little to appeal to inde- 
pendent voters, but it put the Re- 
publican campaign on a plane of 
conservatism and avoided any ap- 
peal to organized labor. Appar- 
ently, the Republican leadership, 
represented by Halleck, is con- 
vinced there is little hope that it 
can combat PAC organization in- 
fluence with the CIO member- 
ship. 

Truman and Hannegan. 

He began his speech with di- 
rect references to President Tru- 
man and Postmaster General 
Robert E. Hannegan.. 

“A native son of Missouri has 
been thrust by fate into the White 
House,” he said. “Another son 
of Missouri, the Honorable Robert 
E. Hannegan, bosses the machine 
which supports the radicals who 
have captured the Democratic 
party. 

“The disturbances and confu- 
sions of the past months have 
made it imperative for a new 
leadership to assert itself and send 
a message of hope. ringing 
through the nation. 

“Leadership based on principle 
can: provide the statesmanship 
necessary to solve our difficulties. 
It is my purpose to show how 
those principles differ from the 
manipulations of the two eminent 
gentlemen from Missouri, the only 
results of whose actions has been 
chaos within the Democratic 
party, chaos within industry, and 
chaos, worry and privation with- 
in millions of families throughout 
America.”

End of Strike at 5 Motor 
Car Company Plants 
Announced Jointly 


With the CIO Union. 


DETROIT, Fev. 9 (AP)—Gen- 
eral Motors Corp announced to- 
day that a strike of 25,000 elec- 
trical workers employed at its 
plants had been settled on the 
basis of an 18% cents an hour 
wage increase. 

The company made its an- 
nouncement in a joint statement 
with James Matles, director of 
organization for the CIO United 
Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers. 

The agreement, both parties 
said, was reached “through col- 
lective bargaining” and is being 
submitted to local unions for rati- 
fication. 

Thus General Motors became 
the first of the three large com- 
panies, including General Electric 
and Westinghouse, to settle with 
the UEW-CIO. The union called 
out about 200,000 workers at 
plants of the three firms Jan. 15, 
demanding a $2-a-day increase,

The statement on Snyder was in 
answer to published reports that 
the wage-price tangle would result 
in Bowles taking Snyder’s job, 
with Federal Communications 
Commissioner Paul A. Porter re- 
placing Bowles at OPA.

The high official who reported 
Bowles leading in his fight for a 
continuing firm price policy said 
the OPA chief would get full 
assurance from the White House 
of genuine support throughout the 
Administration, not subject to 
overriding or “emergency” deci- 
sions made above him. 

This was a prime issue on which 
Bowles hag tangled with Snyder. 

The same source said, however, 
that Bowles would lose on “some 
of the more immediaté questions,” 
including the kind of price in- 
crease to be granted the steel in- 
dustry. 

This presumably meant that of- 
ficial favor was congealing on an 
increase around $5 a ton or more, 
as recently reported, instead of 
the much lower increase advo- 
cated by Bowles. With clarifica- 
tion of such major issues, this 
official stated, an announcement 
on the wage-price issue might 
come soon, perhaps Monday. 

Nevertheless, Bowles’s appear- 
ance before the House Banking 
Committee was postponed a third 
time, from next Monday to next 
Thursday. The Administration

Republican Say at Least 
3 Democrats Will Vote 
With Them — Little 
Doubt Allen Will Be 


Approved. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP)— 
Republican’ _ strategists tonight 
claimed a Naval Committee ma- 
jority against the nomination of 


Edwin W. Pauley for under sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

A Republican lieutenant who 
declined use of his name said op- 
ponents of Pauley had received 
assurances that at least three 
Democrats, and possibly more, 
would join with a solid bank of 
seven Republicans against a fav- 
orable committee recommenda- 
tion. 

Administration leaders had con- 
ceded previously that a _ test 
might bring a tie vote, which also 
wauld send an unfavorable report 
to the Senate. In the Senate it- 
self, they said, indications were 
that the former Democratic Na- 
tional Committee treasurer could 
not get enough of his party’s 
votes for confirmation. 

There seemed little doubt that, 
when the Senate gets around to 
it, it will give substantial approval 
to President Truman's appoint- 
ment of George E, Allen for a 
two-year-term as u director of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, 

Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky, who had tried unsuc- 
cessfully to get consideration of 
the Allen appointment today, told 
reporters it probably would come 
up Feb. 18. He said Senator Taft, 
(Rep.), Ohio, who will be away 
next week on a speaking tour, 
had asked for the delay. Taft has 
indicated that he plans to discuss 
the business connections of Allen, 
former District of Columbia com- 


Allen, former Democratic Na- 
tional Committee secretary, told 
the Banking Committee this week 
that, if confirmed, he would give 
up his $28,000-a-year job with the 
Home Insurance Co., New York, 
when he takes over the two-year 
RFC job for $10,000 a year. 

But he said he doesn’t want to 
give up his directorships in 25 
corporations with which he ha.: 
affiliations. At least two of these 
are worth $6000 yearly to him, he 
testified. Taft said he thought 
Allen should give up these well- 
paying jobs, too. ° 
, Chairman’ Radcliffe (Dem.), 
Maryland, announced that a bank- 
ing sub-committee would hold 
open hearings, beginning Feb. 18, 
on the President’s choice of Com- 
modore James K. Vardaman of 
St. Louis, his naval, aide, for a 
14-year term, at $15,000 a year, on 
the Federal Reserve Board.

$1 TO $5, SHARPEST 
BREAK IN MONTHS 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9 (AP)— 
Liquors, rails, steels and many 
pivotals suffered losses of $1 to 
more than $5 today, In one of the 
sharpest stock breaks In months. 
Losses exceeded $7 at worst. Offer- 
ings became somewhat urgent and 
sales were 920,000 ‘shares. 

The profit-taking was credited 
to various causes: Cited, among 
others, were the delayed wage for- 
mula, apprehension over a possible 
new “hold-the-line’ move to com- 
bat inflationary rising costs, and 
waning hopes of a quick steel 
strike settlement. Curtailed grain

shares. 


80-YEAR-OLD NOVA FLARES UP 
IN ATOMIC ENERGY EXPLOSION 


CHICAGO, Feb. 9 (AP) — The 
flareup early today of an 80-year- 
old nova may give scientists fur- 
ther clues on how atomic energy 
works, Otto Struve, director of 
the University of Chicago’s Yerkes 
Observatory, Williams Bay, Wis., 
said today. 

The star, known as “T,” a part 
of the constellation Corona Bore- 
alis, remained quiescent from the 
time of its original explosion in 
1866 until] this morning, when it 
released “an enormous quantity 
of atomic energy,” Struve said. 

“Gases were rushing out at 
about 3000 miles per second,” he 
said. From this explosion scien- 
tists expect to discover further 
clues on how atomic energy 
works,” 

The Harvard observatory at 
Cambridge, Mass., and Britain’s 
Royal Observatory at Greenwich 
also reported sighting the nova. 


7 REPORTED KILLED BY TIGER 
BATTLING BUFFALO IN INDIA 


MARGHERITA, Assam, India, 
Feb. 9 (AP)—A tiger and a wild 
buffalo invaded a tea garden in a 
bloody battle yesterday. The tiger 
was reported to have killed seven 
persons and injured five before he 
was gored to death by the buffalo.

Agriculture Department 
Forecasts U.S. Food 
Supply at Record Level 
in ’46—‘Near Starva- 
tion’ in Some Lands.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP)— 
The Agriculture Department fig- 
ures that Americans will eat more 
than ever before in 1946 while 
people in many lands will be “near 
starvation.” 

A survey of conditions in some 
65 countries forecast 12 per cent 
less food for the average person 
in the 1945-46 season than in pre- 
war years. But few people will be 
average. The department drew 
this picture of contrasts: 

United States—"Total food sup- 
plies ... continue at record levels. 
. ». Civilian food consumption per 
capita in the United States in 1946 
is expected to exceed that of any 
pres yéar, barring unusually 
poor crops.” 

Elsewhere — “Rations in several 
countries are near starvation lev- 
els.” The department said Italy. 
Germany, French North Africa. 
France, Spain, India and China 
apparently are the areas with “the 
most difficult food and bread 
problem.” 

World Grain Supply Difficult. 

World grain supply problems 
were described as “‘the most diffi- 
cult” ever recorded. 

The report on the world food 
situation was prepared before 
President Truman issued this 
week a share-the-bread order in- 
tended to provide more food for 
the hungry abroad and less for 
Te re home. The order may

It Ped not chan 
ment’s estimate that for th a 
46 season world ciutection "ce 
nearly all staple foods is below 
prewar figures and that the short- 
ages will be felt most severely in 
the first half of this year, before 
new crops are. harvested. 

For 1946-47, the department pre- 
dicts increased production of most 
important crops, unless there is 
more unfavorable weather over 
large areas, But the output, it 
Said, still is “certain” to be lower 
than before the war. 

For. the United States, things 
sized up this way before Truman's 
sharing program was announced. 

Meat—About 15 pounds per per- 
son for 1946. The 1945 production 
was more than 22,000,000,000 
pounds; the 1946 forecast is 
around 23,000,000,000. The Presi- 
dent wants to send 1,600,000,000 
pounds abroad.) 

Fish—Prospects favorable. 

Egg Production to Drop. 

Eggs—Production down 
60,000,000,000 to 53,000,000,000. 

Milk—Production will be slightly 
lower. 

Butter—Supplies short through 
the year. 

Food fats and oils—Civilian sup- 
plies in 1945 were the smallest in 
more than 20 years, “Somewhat 
larger” for 1946. 

Canned vegetables—Plentiful. 

Canned Fruits—Supplies about 
as large as prewar. 

Potatoes—Abundant. 

Wheat—The 1945 crop set a rec- 
ord of 1,123,000,000 bushels. But 
exports for relief were high and 
stocks are low. Supplies “are suf- 
ficient to fill domestic food needs 
with recent extraction rates.” 

Sugar — Little improvement is 
expected in 1946.

Measure’s Sponéors Say

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP)— 
Filibustering southerners won 
their fight against the bill for a 
permanent Fair Employment 
Practices Commission today and 
the Senate laid it aside for other 
business. Backers of the measure 
said they would try again peri- 
odically. 

It would take a majority vote 
to get the FEPC measure back 
on the floor, where it has been 
since Jan. 17. 


The decision came on a Senate 
roll c..ll, 48 for and 36 against a 
motion to limit debate on the Dill 
to set up a regular agency to po- 
lice industry and government 
against discrimination on account 
of race or creed, 

This was eight votes short of the 
two-thirds required to invoke clo- 
ture and thus insure a final vote. 
Under colture each Senator is 
limited to an hour’s talk, but the 
rule is seldom invoked. 

As soon as veteran Senator Mc- 
Kellar (Dem.), Tennessee, presid- 
ing officer and an FEPC oppon- 
ent, announced the _ cloture at- 
tempt had failed, Senator Chavez 
(Dem.), New Mexico, moved to 
take up an appropriation bill, 

Comment by Chavez. 

“It took the crucifixion of

Bill, said with emotion, “I'm satis- 
fied with the vote.

Target Figures. 

He called for an industrial out-

(The Statesman’s Yearbook of 
1945 said Russia's estimated proe 
duction in 1941, last available year,

Met Test of War. 

Stalin, recalling foreign predic- 
tions that the Russian state was 
doomed to failure, declared the 
test of war had shown “that our 
Soviet system is popular, has 
grown out of the people, is cap- 
able of life and is a solid organi- 
zation of society.

“Now the question is that the 
Soviet system is more virile than 
any other, that it is the best

“Now for the immediate future,” 
he said, “the main thing is thé 
new five-year plan which soon will 
be confirmed, Its main task is to 
restore areas that suffered, to re- 
store the prewar level, and then 
considerably surpass it.

Redress by War.

favor by means of armed force. 

As result of these factors, the 
capitalist world is sent into two 
hostile camps and the war follows. 

Perhaps the catastrophe of war 
could have been avoided, if the 
possibility of periodic redistribu- 
tion of raw materials and markets 
between the countries existed in 
accordance with their economic 
needs in the way of co-ordinated 

d peaceful decisions. 

Y wet this is impossible under the 
present capitalist development of 
world economy. Thus as a result 
of the first crisis in the develop- 
ment of the capitalist world econ- 
omy arose the First World War. 
The Second World War arose as a 
result of the second crisis. 

This does not mean, of course, 
that the Second World War was 
a copy of the first. On the con- 
trary, the second world war is 
radically different from the first 
in its character. It must be kept 
in mind that the main fascist 
states—Germany, Japan and Italy 
before attacking the Allied coun- 
tries had abolished at home the 
last remnants of the bourgeois 
democratic liberties, had estab- 
lished a cruel terrorist regime, had 
trampled under foot the principles 
of sovereignty and freedom of the 
small nations, declared the policy 
of seizure of other peoples’ lands 
as their own policy, declared for 
the whole world to hear that they 
strove for world domination and 
spread of the fascist regime 
throughout the world. 

Thereby, in the seizure of 
Czechoslovakia and the central 
part of China, the Axis states had 
shown that they were prepared to 
carry out their threats at the 
expense of the enslavement of all 
the freedom-loving people. 

How War II Differed. 

In view of this circumstance the 
Second World War against the 
Axis powers, as distinct from the 
First World War, assumed from 
the very beginning an anti-fascist, 
liberating character, having also 
as one of its aims the re-establish- 
ment of democratic liberties. 

The entry of the Soviet Union 
into the war against the Axis pow- 
ers could only strengthen and did 
strengthen the anti-Fascist and 
liberating character of the Second 
World War. On this basis was es- 
tahlished the anti-Fascist coalition 
of the Soviet Union, the United 
States of America, Great Britain 
and other freedom-loving coun- 
tries, Which subsequently played a 
decisive part in the rout of the 
armed forces of the Axis powers. 

What about the origin and char- 
acter of the Second World War? 
In my opinion, everybody now rec- 
Ognizes that the war against Fas- 
cism was not, nor could it be, an 
accident in the life of the peoples; 
that the war turned into a war of 
the peoples for their existence; 
that precisely for this reason it 
could not be a speedy war, a “light- 
ning war.” 

Time of Testing. 

As far as our country is con- 
cerned, this war was the most 
cruel, and hard of all wars ever 
experienced in the history of our 
motherland, but the war has not 
only been a curse: It was at the 
Same time a hard school of trial] 
and a testing of all the people’s 
forces. 

The war was with us at the rear 
and at the front. 

For us this was an excellent 


school of experience, heroism, hon- | 


esty and devotion. ... 

During the war we were obliged 
to judge the activities of the rep- 
resentatives of our party, to ana- 
lyze them and to draw the neces- 
Sary conclusions. So, our econ- 
clusions which will be drawn now 
will be certainly right. 

There is one general conclusion, 
and on this basis all other con- 
clusions can be drawn. 

The general balance of the war 
lies in the fact that even before 
the war was begun the enemy lost 
the war and we, together with our 
allies, were the victors.

But this in turn demands the 
possession in sufficient quantities 
of such things as metals, equip- 
ment and tools for enterprises, 
fuel for the work of the enter- 
prises, transport, clothing, etc. 

Can it be said that before its 
entry into the Second World War 
our country already possessed the 
minimum supplies necessary for 
satisfying in the main all these 
requirements? I think we can 
give an affirmative answer. The 
preparation of this enormous task 
involved the carrying out of three 
five-year plans of national eco- 
nomic development. It is pre- 
cisely these three five-year plans 
that helped to create these mate- 
rial positions. 

In this respect our country be- 
fore the Second World War, say 
in 1940, was several times better 
poff than in 1918 before the First 
World War. What material pos- 
sibilities were at the disposal of 
our country on the eve of the 
Second World War? In order bet- 
ter to understand this, I will give 
you a brief report on the activity 
of the Communist party in the 
preparation.of our country for ac- 
tive defense. 

Compares 1913 With 1940. 

If we take the data available 
for 1940 and compare them with 
the 1913, the eve of the First 
World War, we see the following 
picture: 

In 1913 our country produced 
4,220,000 tons of pig iron, 4,230,000 
tons of steel, 29,000,000 tons of 
coal, 9,000,000 tons of oil, 21,600,000 
tons of marketed grain, 740,000 
tons of raw cotton, 

This was the economic base of 
old Russia, the basis which it 
could use to conduct the war. As 
for the year 1940, in that year our 
country produced: 15,000,000 tons 
of pig iron, therefore almost four 
times as much as in 1913; 18,300,- 
000 tons of steel, therefore four 
and one-half times more in 1913; 
166,000,000 tons of coal, therefore 
five and one-half times more than 
in 1913; 31,000,000 tons of oil, 
therefore three and one-half times 
more than in 1913; 38,000,000 tons 
of marketed grain, therefore 17,- 
000,000 tons more than in 1913; 
2,700,000 tons of raw cotton, there- 
fore three and one-half times more 
than in 1913.

the restoration of industry which 
had been destroyed and with 
healing the wounds of the First 
World War and civil war. 

If we take into consideration the 
fact that the first five-year plat 
was completed in four years, and 
that the execution of the third 
five-year plan was interrupted by 
the war in its fourth year, it ap- 
pears that the transformation of 
our country from an agrarian into 
an industrial country required 
only some 13 years. 

Thirteen years is an incredibly 
short period for the realization of 
such a gigantic task. This, indeed, 
explains the fact that the publica- 
tions of these figures formerly 
roused disputes in the foreign 
press. Friends decided that a mir- 
acle had taken place. Foes de- 
clared that the five-year plans 
were Bolshevik propaganda and 
inventions of the Cheka. But since 
miracles do not, exist in this 
world, and our Cheka is not s0 
powerful that it could abolish the 
laws of social development, public 
opinion in Europe had to reconcile 
itself to the fact. 

The point now is—What was the 
policy by the aid of which the 
Communist party succeeded in se- 
curing these material resources in 
our country in such a short pe- 
riod? 

Drive for Heavy Industry. 

First of all, it was by the aid 
of the Soviet policy of industrial- 
ization of the country. The Soviet 
method radically differs from the 
capitalist method of industrializa- 
tion. In capitalist countries, indus- 
trialization usually starts with 
light industry, since light industry 
requires smaller investments and 
the turnover of capital is quicker, 
and it is easier to obtain profits 
than in heavy industry. 

Only after a considerable time 
has elapsed, in which light indus- 
try accumulates profits and con- 
centrates them in banks, only 
then comes the turn of heavy in- 
dustry ... but this is a lengthy 
process, requiring a long period 
of time, several decades. ..., 

It is clear that the Communist 
party could not take this path. 
The party knew that war was 
approaching, that it was impos- 
sible to defend the country with- 
out heavy industry, that it was 
necessary to hegin the develop- 
ment of heavy industry as quickly 
as possible, and that to he too late 
in this task meant to lose.

It was necessary to make large 
scale agricultural economy a col- 
lectivist one.

Without collectivization we 
would not have been able to elimi- 
nate the age-old backwardness of 
our agriculture in so short a 
period of time.

It named Fin- 
land, Romania, Hungary, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia as included in 
the Russian trade orbit. 

No Recent Red Request. 

Asked for comment, a State De- 
partment spokesman responded 
that “no formal approach” for a 
loan has been made by Russia for 
more than a year. 

This source, who asked that his 
mame not be used, referred re- 
porters to a recent department 
statement that the Soviet Union 
said in January 1945 it wanted a 
loan, but was informed it was not 
possible then. 

President Truman has asked 
Congress to approve legislation 
permitting a $3,750,000,000 loan to 
Britain, but there has been no in- 
dication of any plan to request a 
loan for Russia.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Philip 
Murray, head of the CIO and boss 
of the 750,000 striking United Steel 
Workers, said today he would go 
no lower in his wage demands 
than the 18%-cents-an-hour in- 
crease proposed by President Tru- 
man as a compromise. 

Murray added that he was opti-

closed that he had told President 
Truman that the present steel 
workers’ contract, scheduled to ex- 
pire next October, would be con- 
tinued until Feb. 15, 1947, 

Murray's optimism, coupled 
with the agreed-on contract exten- 
sion and the fact that he ap- 
peared today before the Senate 
Labor Committee after being 
forced to cancel two earlier sched- 
uled appearances because of the 
press of negotiations, led observ- 
ers to think a settlement of the 
steel strike may not be far off.

On Stand Three Hours. 

Murray spoke for three hours, 
only occasionally referring to 
notes. He talked with judicial 
calmness and apparent sincerity, 
answering questions in his own 
way and refusing to answer, off- 
hand, questions that obviously re- 
quired the building up of a certain 
background of information.

“Limit to Compromise.” 

The original CIO request was 
for an increase of 25 cents an 
hour, a figure later reduced to 
19's cents. The company offered 
15 cents. In view of this 4'%-cent 
differential existing before presi- 
dential intervention, Senator Ball 
(Rep.), Minnesota, asked if either 
side had offered to split the dif- 
ference. 

“There is a definite limit,” re- 
plied Murray, tapping his fore- 
finger on the table. “I reached 
that limit with Mr. Fairless. If 
you keep splitting down and down, 


you find there is nothing left, 
nothing. The theory of compro- 
mise must end somewhere.” 

He said that when he first pro- 
posed reducing the original de- 
mand to 19% cents, Fairless 
agreed with him that it was fair 
and reasonable and that he per- 
sonally was in favor of settling 
on that basis. Fairless said, how- 
ever, that he would have to speak 
to “his people.” 

Murray said he urged Fairless

AND CALLS TRUMAN ‘WEAK’ 
DETROIT, Feb. 9 (AP) 
RESIDENT R. J. THOMAS

Workers today assailed 
“pussy footers and fuddy-dud- 
dies” in Congress and declared 
that President Truman was 
“weak.” 

Thomas, national] secretary of 
the CIO's Political Action Com- 
mittee, told the Michigan PAC, 
“T feel more critical politically 
than I have for a long time. It 
is time we began to do a little 
thinking about what course to 
follow in the future.” 

He continued: “It’s always 
been felt that we were the tail 
of the Democratic party kite 
but we're in a better position 
today because neither party 
knows definitely whether we 
are attached to them. 

“We never were out for 30 
per cent wage boosts: We were 
only interested in maintaining 
the workers’ economic status. 

“OPA Administrator Bowles 
is for that principle of main- 
taining the workers’ position, 
as are Secretaries Wallace, 
Ickes and Schwellenbach. Why 
don’t they stand up and say 
so?” 

Describing Truman as “weak,” 
Thomas said, ‘“‘He went on the 
air to announce his fact-finding 
system in the General Motors 
and other disputes: Why doesn’t 
he go on the air now and 
through public pressure force 
G.M. to accept the findings of 

the fact finders?”

Eighteen-month-old Teddy Jam- 
ele and his “Unca Bud’—Robert 
A. Hopkins, discharged Army vet- 
eran—were a two-man picket line 
yesterday as they paraded at Olive 
street and Twelfth boulevard, hop- 
ing to receive offers of housing 
accomodations from sympathetic 
shoppers and office workers. 

Unless they find living quarters 
by next Thursday, they and Hop- 
kins’ mother and sister will be 
evicted, or will be brought into 
court to face eviction proceedings. 
Their present home, a “five-room 
flat at 4602 Tennessee avenue, was 
sold last November and the new 
owner wants to occupy it. 

Teddy toddled up and down the 
sidewalk in the sub-freezing 
weather, carrying a sign which 
read: “Strike! Unéa Bud lived in 
a foxhole over there. Do we gotta 
live in one over here? We're being 
evicted!” 

Hopkins, who served as a sur- 
gical technician with the Medical 
Corps in France and Germany, 
said his name had been on the 
Veterans’ Center “urgent” list of 
veterans who need living quarters 
since the house was sold. 

“Everyone else is striking, so 
we might as well, too,” he said. 
“We're on strike against living in 
a foxhole, and we'll continue to 
picket the public until we get a 
place to live.” 


C10 STRIKERS APPROVE 
WESTERN UNION SETTLEMENT 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9 (AP)— 
Western Union employes voted to- 
day to end their month-long strike 
which crippled this city’s tele- 
graphic communication with the 
rest of the nation. 

Members of the American Com- 
munications Association (CIO) 
ratified at a mass meeting a set- 
tlement reached yesterday by the 
company and union leaders. They 
agreed to return to work at 12:01 
a.m. Monday. 

Seven thousand members of the 
union struck Jan. 8 in protest 
against a National War Labor 
Board award of an average wage 
increase of 12% cents an hour. 
The union said the grant was a 
downward revision of a regional 
board award and would deprive 
members of $6,000,000 annually. 

ACA President Joseph P. Selly 
said the settlement agreement 
called for arbitration to determine 
whether some 2000 older and more 
Skilled employes should share in 
wage increases awarded other em- 
ployes in the national WLB’s di- 
rective.

HAVE PART IN NEW 
TYPHUS TREATMENT 


Two St. Louis University scien- 
tists, Dr. Henry Pinkerton, head 
of the department 
and Dr. Donald Greiff, biologist, 
made substantial wartime contri- 
butions toward cure of typhus and 
other rickettsial diseases by their 
discovery that use of para-amino- 
benzoic acid is effective in treat- 
ment of the diseases, the univer- 
sity announced yesterday. 
| Drs, Pinkerton and Greiff dis- 
covered that the acid, when in- 
jected: into fertile chicken eggs 
which previously had beén infect- 
ed with rickettsial organisms, pre- 
vented growth of the organisms 
and that many of the chicken 
embryos hatched and lived. Even 
more striking results were ob- 
tained in similar experiments on 
mice. Coincidentally, scientists of 
the American Typhus Commission 
successfully used the acid in treat- 
ment of the same group of dis- 
eases, announcing their 
about the same time. 

The commission -recommends 
use of para-aminobenzoic acid in 
treatment of humans suffering 
from typhus and also of scrub 
typhus, which is known also as 
tsutsugamushi disease and Japa- 
nese river fever. The diseases are 
prevalent in the Orient.

ES, we know the war’s over, 
y but it was a jolt, just the 

same, to read that Joseph 
Michael Medwick, only recently 
one of the Cardinals’ most pic- 
turesque figures, had drawn his 
unconditional release from the 
Boston Braves. 

Joe climbed quickly to star- 
dom in the baseball world and 
he has faded about as rapidly. 
He broke into organized base- 
ball in 1930 with Scottdale. He 
was still a high school boy then 
(he was born in 1911), and to 
protect his amateur standing, 
Joe played under the name of 
King. 

Joe was a big leaguer when 
he was still in high school, as 
far as hitting was concerned. 
He had a tryout at Newark, 
when Tris Speaker was man- 
ager there. Joe whacked a few 
drives against the fences and 
into the stands and Speaker told 
him to report at the front office 
to sign a contract. But they 
were busy in the front office, 
as office clerks so frequently 
are, and Joe got tired of cooling 
his heels and departed. Charley 
(Pop) Kelchner’ subsequently 
signed Jersey Joe for the Cardi- 
nals.

Breadon reasoned that if a 
climb to .374 called for a boost 
to $20,000, a slump to .322 made 
a reduction in salary reasonable. 
Joe balked at the cut, but final- 
ly signed unhappily for $18,000. 
Joe climbed to .332 in 1939, but 
he no longer had the old Med- 
wick spark and in 1940 he was 
traded to the Dodgers. At the 
time of the holdout and final 
contract signing in 1939, it 
seemed that the $2000 might be 
the most expensive $2000 Brea- 
don ever saved. But he salvaged 
plenty out of Medwick, as the 
deal with Brooklyn added $125,- 
000 to the Redbird strong box. 

Medwick finished with a .301 
average in 1940, hit .318 in 1941, 
.800 in 1942 and slumped to .278 
in 1943. Joe was still meeting 
the ball, but he had lost his 
power. Apparently it was a 
case of maturing young and 
aging a few years ahead of 
other athletes.

President Truman recently in- 
dorsed most of the provisions of 
the McMahon bill. The President 
however, urged that a three-man, 
instead of a five-man commission 
be established to administer pro- 
visions of the bill. In stating that 
the commission “should be com- 
posed exclusively of civilians,” he 
seemed to side with scientists who 
have expressed fears that Maj. 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves would per- 
petuate his control over atomic re- 
search, under some measure simi- 
lar to the May-Johnson bill, At 
the same time, however, President 
Truman said: “This should not be 
interpreted to disqualify former 
military personnel from member- 
ship.”

RESIDENT TRUMAN has already fired 
P the opening gun in the fight over the 

proposal to lend Britain four billion 
dollars. Congressional hearirgs on this 
question are scheduled to start soon and we 
may expect to see the same kind of ding- 
dong battle that has already characterized 
the debates on Bretton Woods, the Trade 
Agreement Act, the JJ.N.O., and other parts 
of our emerging foreign economic policy. 

The wise money is on congressional ap- 
proval of this as of other steps in the pro- 
gram, but not without charges and counter- 
charges, taunts and recriminations, which 
are not likely to improve Anglo-American 
relations. The familiar figure of Uncle Shy- 
lock and Uncle Sucker will again stalk across 
the stage to confuse an understanding of 
what the shouting is all about. 

The Anglo-American loan agreement and 
the accompanying commercial policy propo- 
sals are an integral part of the program 
through which the American government 
hopes to establish the minimum conditions 
for economic recovery, and the relatively 
free interchange of goods and services be- 
tween countries in this postwar world. This 
fact must be firmly grasped. It can be 
argued that the program as a whole will not 
accomplish its intended purpose. It can be 
plausibly asserted that the behavior of Rus- 
sia with respect to her security zone, that 
the sweep toward socialism and state-trad- 
ing in Western Europe, and that various 
other developments in the world today will 
make the eventual attainment of this pro- 
gram impossible. 


Bretton Wood: Plan 
Could Not Be Successful. 


That certainly is a possibility. It can not 
be argued, however, that the loan to Britain 
is not an essential part of the world eco- 
nomic program. Without the loan the 
Bretton Woods institutions scheduled to 
go into operation this year have no 
chance of success. Without the loan 
the hope of relaxing. wartime trade con- 
trols, empire preference, exchange restric- 
tions, and a host of impediments to Amer- 
ican foreign trade are out of the win- 
dow. Without the loan we may as well re- 
sign ourselves to an economic division of 
the world into trading blocs with preferen- 
tial treatment of members of the groups and 
discrimination against outsiders. Whether 
the United Nations Organization can with- 
stand this kind of economic development is 
an open question. And it must be said that

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England's Sacrifice 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

After reading a short rebuttal of sorts 
in your letter column to a statement by 
Lady Astor, I became rather “riled” at 
the thought such opinion against -Eng- 
land persists today in the United States. 

To suggest that we pulled England 
out of the fire is, in my opinion, off. 
We may have saved our own skins in 
fighting and in the course of things 
aided Britain, but the war was ours just 
as much as Johnny Bull’s. 

To criticize a nation that fought so 
capably is unfair. Her men, for the 
most part, saw upwards of five years 
in active service. Her women were also 
mobilized for service, with girls from 17 
selected for tours that often lasted five 
years. Britain has had, in the struggle 
for survival, to put out more per capita 
than any other single Allied power. 

While we were enjoying the Rose 
Bowl games and “Tonight We Love,” 
Britons were being killed in their homes 
or spending the evening in an Anderson 
shelter or under the kitchen table that 
was especially fitted with a metal top 
to provide emergency shelter during 
raids. England deserves credit and our 
admiration for holding out so long and 
s0 courageously. 

Perhaps America will take a lonely 
road in the world affairs of the future. 
Let us hope not. If we cast aside our 
connections with the British Common- 
wealth, we'll be friendless in this not- 
too-friendly world. 

Britain has always been a good ally. 
Many of us have returned from a stay 
there of years. We have made friends 
with and have been befriended by the 
“Limeys’—have seen them working and 
playing, and have benefited through 
their yielding a few pleasures so we, 
their “guests” first and allies second, 
would be more comfortable. 

Many of us had deep-skinned preju- 
dice and a degree of distrust for the 
British. But most, regardless of past 
opinions, recognize them as good allies 
and better friends. Let’s stop this inane 
backbiting against those who do not 
merit ill treatment, and remember in- 
stead that Bunker Hill was fought in 
1775. This is 1946. PEL,

First, there is an urgent need for some 
3,000,000 low-priced homes and apartments 
during the next two years. 

Second, -we can meet this need only by 
bringing to bear the same daring, deter- 
mination and hard-hitting teamwork with 
which we tackled the emergency job of 
building the world’s most powerful war ma- 
chine four years ago.—Wilson W. Wyatt. 


Thus, like Senator Kilgore last month, the new 
Housing Expediter-NHA Administrator sees that 
sheltering distressed millions of Americans, pro- 
viding them with the most elementary decency 
among those we fought for, requires a mobiliza- 
tion comparable only to mobilization for war. 

No one dares say that it is not the No. 1 pro- 
duction goal in these next years, Even on the 
scale Mr. Wyatt envisions, it can only leave us 
after two years no worse off than we are today. 
Certainly, any lower scale would be intolerable. 
The question, therefore, can only be as to its 
feasibility in the following main particulars: 

1. Manpower, materials, even construction sites 
are terribly scarce. But manbower can be in- 
creased by stepping up factory production, by 
bringing in new apprentices to the building trades 
and, where needed to compete with alternative 
occupations, by adjustingewages. Wherever organ- 
ized labor resists enlarging its ranks sufficient- 
lv, or wherever it seeks undue advantage from 
its unparalleled bargaining position, public offi- 
cials and public opinion must bear down with the 
utmost force of condemnation. Strikes must be 
avoided as mortal sin. 

Production of materials can be multiplied 
manifold by similar methods. Again, that will 
involve material public aids to producers; and 
again, all the power of opinion, and if need be 
stern Government action, can be brought to bear 
against extortionist producers and sellers. 

Some holders of lots will try for a killing by 
holding out for monopoly prices. Hence local 
communities should be equipped by enabling act 
to take land by condemnation for resale to pri- 
vate individuals and commercial developers who 
will build on it, and the courts should keep 
awards within reason. Let us hope this recourse 
will not require extensive use, but it should be 
available. With utmost dispatch, moreover, ur- 
ban communities should prepare to extend wa- 
ter supply, sewage facilities and streets to well- 
chosen tracts. They should comb out all build- 
ing code provisions that outlaw new materials. 

2. Inflation will stop the program in its tracks 
unless strenuous steps are taken to check it. It 
is necessary, therefore, to counter higher costs 
at every turn. That calls for OPA controls on 
new houses, and on old structures also. Rent 
controls should continue, though with adjust- 
ment to relieve any landlord in genuine distress. 

To get the required volume of materials will 
require higher monetary returns here and there. 
National construction and materials spokesmen 
met Mr. Wyatt's report by renewing their clamor 
for general price increases. He correctly asks 
for subsidies instead. Unlike price increases, 
subsidies need be given only where and to the 
extent actually required. 

3. Finally, Mr. Wyatt has heard expressions 
of misgiving that the program will disastrously 
over-expand the building and supply industry. 
But when the program terminates, the industry 
will still face an unfilled demand equal to to- 
day’s; it will be far better equipped to serve this 
demand. That applies equally to employes. 

It is abundantly clear, therefore, that no timid- 
ity or vested selfishness should deter the Amer- 
ican people from achieving this vision. It was 
worth pouring out hundreds of billions to win 
the war. Surely it is worth the billion or two 
this program may eventually require to save 
those who fought this war and millions of other 
Americans from the misery of dwelling below 
American standards of housing, and to save our 
nation from class feeling between the com- 
fortable and the homeless. 

To this end, then, comes Wilson Wyatt's chal- 
lenge. To this end has President Truman ac- 
cepted it. To this end should Congress, with 
utmost speed, take up the challenge, and then 
Gov. Donnelly and the Missouri Legislature, 
Mayor Kaufmann and the Board of Aldermen. 
The people, who in the long run are masters of 
all public servants, will be satisfied with no less. 


Franco, International Outcast 

Dictator Franco’s unpopularity in this world is 
now literally unanimous. There was no dissent- 
ing vote yesterday when the UNO General As- 
sembly resolved to exclude Falangist Spain from 
membership. A Spanish-speaking nation, Nica- 
ragua, introduced the resolution, and other Span- 
ish-speaking countries concurred. That limits 
Franco’s support to a fraction of his own peo- 
ple, a doubtful fraction at that, plus whatever 
former cronies survive in Germany and Italy. 

Where does this leave Franco and his recent, 
sudden and entirely verbal expression of love 
for democracy? It leaves him called a liar by 
45 nations. And it leaves him a solitary quaking 
figure of Fascism, as the whole world points a 
finger. 
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What on earth is happening to the American 
way of life? It turns out now that one of the 
things there’s a surplus in is gadgets. 
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Solemn Obligation of Food 

At a moment when nearly everyone seems to 
have at least one serious quarrel with presiden- 
tial policy, it is a luxury to have an issue on 
which nearly all Americans must surely be with 
the President. This issue is more than a luxury, 
however; it is also a most solemn obligation to 
the human race. For the issue is food—food 
to save millions of fellow beings and, though 
secondarily, to help “establish a firmer founda- 
tion for peace.” 

With an average daily food intake of 3300 
calories, Americans can comfortably share a 
fraction of their supply with the 125,000,000 
Europeans who starve slowly on less than 2000 
and the 28,000,000 who sink fast on less than 
1500. Most of us could actually improve our 
health by eating less: ask any doctor. For the 
time being, at least, the contribution will come 
the easier because it mainly means sacrificing 
a little meaningless whiteness in bread. 

In any event, we are asked to help. Others 
are helping. The British, for example, who have 
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been on short rations for years, have adopted 
a darker flour than ours and are cutting into 
their meager fat quotas as well. The. sacrifice 
asked of us being so small, it shames us as a 
people that a few in Congress are already trying 
to block our contribution. It would shame us 
forever if they got their wish. 

In these circumstances, cheerfulness is the 
least grace we can display. We can also, and 
should, voluntarily ration ourselves and avoid 
food waste as never before. A good many mil- 
lions of us should also plant Victory gardens 
again, or should commence for the first time 
this avocation that satisfies psyche and pocket- 
book alike.

Mr. Allen is President Truman’s peculiar com- 
bination of court jester and Brain Trust, a sort 
of Col. House in cap and bells. His qualifica- 
tions are that he can operate a hotel and tell 
a funny story, so the President has nominated 
him to be one of the directors of the world’s 
biggest business, the 15-billion-dollar RFC, with 
the idea that not too eventually he will become 
its chairman. 

In addition to having very little in his favor 
for a post of such responsibility, Mr. Allen has 
a good deal against him. Since attaining some 
political prestige in the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion, and admission to the innermost circle of 
the Truman regime, he has become Big Busi- 
ness, gaining connections with 25 companies 
which bring him an income of around $50,000 
a year. 

‘Mr. Allen says he will give up his $28,000-a- 
year post as vice president of the Home In- 
surance Co. of New York if he is confirmed, 
but as director and then chairman of the world’s 
biggest business, a corporation of the United 
States Government, he would—with 25 strings 
attached to him—hardly be a disinterested ad- 
ministrator. This is pointed out in today’s Mirror 
of Public Opinion by the Philadelphia Record, 
a good. friend of the Administration. 

No man could take a wholly impartial view 
of the private businesses with which the Uhited 
States Government’s biggest business deals when 
he is a director of 25 of them, with all the sym- 
pathies and communities of interest which these 
concerns have with scores of other companies. 
No man can be expected to be much of an ad- 
ministrator when his distinction in private en- 
terprise comes about from his ability to wield 
political influence. 

The Allen nomination is of a piece with the 
nomination of Edwin W. Pauley as Under Secre- 
tary of the Navy and the nomination of Com- 
modore James K. Vardaman to the Federal Re- 
serve Board. Each is a use of the presidential 
power of appointment to serve the President's 
friends instead of the President’s country. We 
hope that when the Allen nomination comes up, 
the Senate will think twice, since the Senate 
committee, overcome with laughter over Mr. 
Allen’s comic repartee, has not thought once. 
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St. Louis’s Task of Self-Analysis 


Since the need for racial understanding ean- 
not be met only with statements of high princi- 
ple, references to the Constitution or declara- 
tions on the brotherhood of man, St. Louis this 
week undertakes a task of self-analysis. The ob- 
ject is to put racial planning where it belongs, 
in the heart of the community and the minds of 
individuals. 

A Community Race Relations Institute of 
Greater St. Louis will be held here from Tues- 
day through Sunday, with 200 delegates repre- 
senting civic, educational, Jabor and religious 
groups. Nationally, the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ is sponsoring a racial amity 
program to be announced from 140,000 pulpits 
today. That program calls for just such inter- 
racial clinics as St. Louis will have this week. 

One object of the program is to lead citizens 
to “practice in daily contacts personal beliefs in 
the human value and dignity of each person.” 
The intention is not to try to solve all race prob- 
lems at once, but to deal with concrete issues 
as they arise. That is putting democracy on a 
working as well as an idealistic basis.

If Edwin W. Pauley were really a loyal 
friend of the President, he would ask Mr. 
Truman to withdraw his nomination to be 
Under Secretary of the Navy. 

We do not positively know, of course, 
whether it is true that Mr. Pauley, when 
treasurer of the Democratic Nationa] Com- 
mittee, tried behind the scenes to forestall 
a Government suit for title to submerged 
coastal oil lands, explaining that he could 
raise thousands of dollars for the party 
from California oil men if he could assure 
them that the suit would not be filed. 


But we do know that Secretary Ickes 
says Mr. Pauley did this, and so does Nor- 
man Littell, former Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral in charge of the Public Lands Division. 
A lot of people are going to believe them. 

Both Mr. Ickes and Mr. Littell, though 
the latter is less widely known, have the 
reputations of truculent men when aroused 
in behalf of the public resources, but neith- 
er has a reputation for inveracity. Least of 
all has Mr. Ickes a reputation for being 
“confused” in public matters. 


Mr. Pauley is at serious disadvantage try- 
ing for office against the testimony of such 
impressive witnesses, and he would go into 
office under permanent disadvantage, The 
political enemies of the Administration 
would never let the public forget what Mr. 
Ickes and Mr. Littell told the committee. 

Mr. Truman’s plan to make Mr. Pauley 
Under Secretary of the Navy and then 
Secretary was a dubious one, in the first 
place. Mr. Pauley’s lively interest in the 
private oil business did not recommend him 
as custodian of the naval oil reserves, nor 
did his past successes as a campaign fund 
collector for the Democratic party neces- 
sarily qualify him for high Cabinet rank.

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Is Theme of Prize Novel 


‘‘Mrs. Palmer’s Honey,’* by Fannie Cook. (Double- 
day & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 


Occasionally a novel appears which needs 
to be considered primarily not as a work of 
fiction but as a social or political document, 
a fictionized commentary on significant 
problems of our society. Lillian Smith's 
“Strange Fruit” was.such a book, and, as 
Miss Smith herself has observed, its kind- 
est critics did not give it the highest praise 
as a novel. 

Fannie Cook's new book belongs in this 
category. Mrs, Cook, author of two pre- 
vious novels and wife of Dr. Jerome Cook, 
a St. Louis physician, has boldly set out to 
deal with the pattern of segregation in the 
City of St. Louis, (The city is not men- 
tioned by name, but the most casual travel- 
er will recognize it at once.) She shows the 
resentment and frustration which segrega- 
tion creates, and she shows how its victims 
‘are slowly finding political means to break 
through its restrictions, 

* ” . 

The leading character, Honey Hoop, an 
attractive and respectable Negro woman, 
progresses slowly from acceptance of the 
status quo to a position of thoughtful cam- 
paigning against it. Mrs. Cook understands 
the Negro well, and does not make the 
error of idealizing him. Her characters, 
both Negro and white, represent all shades 
of attitude. 

The problem is not over-simplified, nor 
are its difficulties minimized. The treatment 
succeeds in arousing sympathy, and it de 
serves all praise as a thoughtful, readable 
job of pamphileteering. 

Now and then, the book rises above that 
level by means of an understanding chare 
acterization, a swiftly moving piece of nare 
ration or some shrewd and wise observa- 
tion. 

Ben, the kindly and naive funeral] direc- 
tor, is as memorable as Honey herself. One 
of the most dramatic incidents is that in 
which the Negro servant must listen to 
aspersions on her race while she serves her 
employer's unfeeling guests. It is such 
forthright treatment of a grave situation 
that gives this book its great integrity,

butter, bacon and eggs, and 
Danish farmers are hopeful of in- 
creasing milk production. 

Sweden—Food is no longer a 
problem in Sweden. Bread, but- 
ter, meat, sugar and cheese are 
rationed, but the rations are ample 
and substitutes are plentiful. Even 
fruit is now easily obtainable, and 
newspapers have been speculating 
about abandonment of all ration- 
ing. 

Scarcities in Britain. 

Britain Britain is nowhere 
near starvation, but the food sup- 
ply is tighter than ever. Sir Ben 
Smith, Food Minister, recently told 
Britons he “must postpone fulfill- 
ment” of hopes for a better diet. 
He said that because of a continu- 
ing wheat shortage, Britain must 
return to the black bread formula 
and that a decrease in livestock 
feed would mean less bacon, poul- 
try and eggs. Unless wheat con- 
sumption is decreased, he said, it 
may be necessary to ration bread. 

Meats, fats and most canned 
foods are still tightly rationed. 
Eggs are rationed at one a week 
per person, but actually can be 
found only about half that often. 
Restaurant meals are the _ kind 
that leave the diner still hungry. 
Rabbit forms a daily Jead:on most 
menus. 

British homes are chilly but not 
cold on a ration of 110 pounds of 
coal a week. 

Belgium Comparatively well 
off. Many foods are rationed, but 
some informed persons believe ra- 
tioning of everything but meat, 
fats and sugar could be aban- 
doned if it were not for the pos- 
sibility that supplies might leak 
int. other countries’ black mar- 
kets. 

Coal production is almost at 
prewar level, and more can be 
bought at $125 a ton in the black 
market. Black markets operate 
openly. to provide citrus fruits, 
chocolate and cigarettes at astro- 
nomical prices. 

Tempting Displays, High Prices. 

Spain and Portugal — Window 
displays of food and _ clothing 
make the European traveler think 
he has stumbled into paradise. 
many of these items, however, are 
sold at uncontrolled, high prices, 
and rationing is enforced. 

Both countries suffered severe- 
ly from drouth, cutting their 
grain and vegetable supplies. In 
Portugal, flour sales are held at 
a little over a half pound per per- 
son weekly, and in Spain bread 
rations are only four ounces a 
day. 

In Portugal, meat is scarce, and 
the peasants feel keenly shortages 
of corn, wheat, rice and olive oil. 

Food is abundant in Madrid at 
black market prices, Gen. 
Franco's Felange party runs soup 
kitchens for the neediest people 
who have not the money to dab- 
ble in illegal markets. 

Switzerland—-The usual month- 
ly ration of two eggs was in- 
creased to six for February, There 
was a slight increase in meat, to 
total of almost three pounds 

February. Fats, meal and 
wiilk rations also were slightly 
increased. Pork supplies are in- 
creasing, but the war food admin- 
istration says the black market is 
absorbing an increasing percent- 
age. jeef and sugar shortages 
are expected to continue indefi- 
nitely.

Centralized Buying 

A second important instrument 
that is now employed by the Bri- 
tish Government is the use of cen- 
tralized bhuying. The Ministry of 
Supply, for example, buys all of 
the housing materials directly 
from the manufacturers with 
whom it places the necessary or- 
ders. Then the Government sells 
these building supplies to the 
building contractors and econstruc- 
tion companies who build the ac- 
tual homes. The manufacture of 
housing materials has not been 
socialized, but its ability to set 
its own prices and wages and to 
pick its own customers has been 
basically altered. 

This writer was particularly tn- 
terested in a third technique, un- 
dramatically called “Operational 
Research,” that promises to alter 
government itself. 

Scientists and technicians are 
Govern- 
ment to solve problems that are 
not in their specific fields. Physi- 
cists, for example, have been called 
in to take a look at adminis- 
trative techniques and to recom- 
mend changes. Biologists who 
might not be expected to have the 
realistic approach in that 
field, have participated in the 
planning of the centralized buy- 
ing program just’ described.

On inquiry this week at the 
Aleman headquarters, this corre- 
spondent was informed that Ale- 
man denies that he ever has been 
anti-American and that on the 
contrary he feels his record as 
Secretary of the Interior during 
the war shows full co-operation 
with the United States. 

Furthermore, Aleman does not 
wish to be associated with or held 
responsible for any revival of 
Yankee-baiting. He is consider- 
ing issuing a signed declaration 
to this effect lest his position be 
compromised by over-zealous sup- 
porters and propagandists. The 
persistent outbreaks of anti-Amer- 
icanism in the press, in public 
speeches and in whispering cam- 
paigns are all the more to be de- 
plored because they are so un- 
representative of the true state of 
feeling down here. 

People Friendly to U. S. 

By and large the Mexican people 
never have been more disposed to 
be friends of the Americans. How- 
ever, for political purposes they 
fre being asked to believe that 
the good neighbor policy is being 
sabotaged by American big busi- 
ness men and imperialists who are 
preparing to start a revolution if 
necessary to put the pro-American 
Padilla in as president of Mexico. 


Arch fomenter of this agitation, 
which continues despite official 
rebukes, is Vincente Lombardo 
Toledano, president of the Con- 
federation of Mexican Workers 
(CTM) and also of the Confedera- 
tion of tin American Workers 
(CTAL)¥ Referring to Padilla as 
a quisling, Lombardo Toledano 
recently made the charge that 
un-named American imperialists 
Were sending contraband arms 
over the border to equip Mexican 
reactionaries for a revolution at 
an opportune time, 


Ambassador Messersmith 
promptly made inquiry of the 
Foreign Office here which replied 
that the Mexican Government did 
not associate itself with or sup- 
port the statements of Lombardo 
Toledano. Unabashed, the labor 
leader renewed his charges in an- 
other form by asserting American 
bullets had figured prominently 
in a campaign riot and massacre 
at the City of Leon in the State 
of Guanajuato. ‘ 

This assertion has been since 
discredited by the government’s 
investigation of the killing of ci- 
Vilians by Mexican army pistols, 
machine guns, and hand grenades. 

Government Rebuke. 

With a slight change of pace 
but pursuing the dominant anti- 
American theme, Lombardo To- 
ledano called a press conference 
the other day and accused the 
American Federation of Labor in 
association with American busi- 
ness and church groups, of trying 
to sabotage his own Latin-Ameri- 
can labor federation. 


One of the by-products of this 
campaign was a vicious attack on 
Ambassador Messersmith in the 
illustrated weekly magazine, No- 
sotros. The manifest unfairness 
of the article induced the Min- 
istry of the Interior, formerly 
headed by Aleman, to issue a 
warning stating “the liberty of 
the press enjoyed in Mexico does

An imvestigation traced the origin 
of the obviously inspired article to 
the Graphic Arts Union affiliated 
with Lombardo Toledano as an ex- 
ample of the anti-American line 
being followed in certain quarters. 

The Nosotros article is not with- 
out interest. It quotes Messer- 
smith as having said some time 
ago that Aleman was “not much 
of a friend” of the United States 
and that Padilla was the only 
Mexican worthy of American con- 
fidence. The magazine author 
says that when he informed Pa- 
dilla of this, Padilla flew into a 
rage and said, “Listen, what you 
have said is very dangerous.

Is it to the interest of the 
United States to bring about this 
‘necessity? 

Five-Year Credit. 


| The administration in Wash- 
ington obviously thinks that such 
‘action would be definitely c¢con- 
trary to the interest of the United 
‘States and have backed their view 
with the loan proposal. The pro- 
posed loan is a five-year line of 
-eredit of $3,750,000,000 with an ad- 
'ditional $60,000,000 to cover the 
‘settlement of lend-lease items of 
‘use to the British. No interest is 
‘to be paid for the first five years 
but interest at the rate of 2 per 
cent per annum is to be paid 
thereafter. The loan is to be re- 
‘paid in 50 annual installments. If 
‘interest is paid every year after 
'the first five, the net return on 
‘the U.S. investment would work 
‘out at 1.62 per cent. However, an 
‘unusual waiver clause permits the 
' British to escape payment in these 
years when her balance of pay- 
‘ments position is sufficiently un- 
favorable, 

It is the opinion of this writer 
‘that the size of the loan repre- 
sents the absolute minimum nec- 
‘essary to permit the British to 
‘squeeze through. He also thinks 
_the interest and amortization re- 
quirements are about as high as 
ithe British balance of payments, 
under favorable conditions, can 
stand. ‘The loan, in other words, 
represents hard bargaining on the 
part of the American negotiators. 
In Messrs. Vinson and Clayton the 
United States was represented by 
a couple of exceptionally able 
horse-traders. That the British 
‘think it is a hard bargain is elo- 
quently indicated by the squawks

Nevertheless, it is obvious that 
the loan is not a good, or even 
a respectable, commercial proposi- 
tion. Long-term money is not lent 
at 1% per cent even in these days; 
nor are waiver clauses inserted in 
good commercial contracts. The 
American government is referring 
other loan applicants to the Ex- 
port-Import Bank whose interest 
rates are substantially higher. 
Borrowers from the International 
Bank can hardly hope to pay less 
than 4 per cent. Why make a spe- 
cial case of the United Kingdom? 


Answers to Question. 


There are several answers to 
this question. All of them will no 
doubt be trotted out in the con- 
gressional hearings. Especially 
appealing to the Anglophiles will 
be the plea that British sacri- 
fices in the late war were sub- 
stantially greater than ours. It is 
a fact that on a per capita basis 
and by any measure one wants to 
choose, British sacrifices were 
substantially. larger than _ ours. 
This fact has been predominantly 
in the minds of those British 
journalists who have complained 
to high heaven of the harshness 
of the proposed deal. Their com- 
plaints, and the anti-British argu- 
ments advanced by some Ameri- 
cans, were what inspired Lord 
John Maynard Keynes to mention 
sadly the depth of misunderstand- 
ing about the loan which existed 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 

If the American negotiators 
considered the war sacrifice as- 
pect of the matter at all they have, 


wisely and firmly, rejected it. As 
soon as the United States shows 
itself prepared to receive loan ap- 
plications on the basis of equality 
of sacrifice or of relative need we 
can prepare for a descent of hun- 
gry claimants which will make a 
locust swarm look like a flight. of 
dainty humming birds. 

We might as well lay out the 
false whiskers and prepare to don 
the garb of Santa Claus. The 
cities and factories of France have 
been devastated; likewise those of 
Holland and Belgium, Jugoslavia 
and Greece have undergone per 
capita sacrifices much greater 
than Britain’s. What about Rus- 
sia, China and Poland? And this 
is only the beginning. 

A second argument that will ap- 
peal particularly to practitioners of 
“real-politik”—and every office has 
one—is that the loan to Britain 
is an earnest of the ‘coming align- 
ment against Russia.’ ‘In the 
coming struggle for power it 
behooves us to look to our friends 
and beware of our foes. The eco- 
nomic instrument that comes 
most readily to hand is lending 
policy.’ There is no evidence that 
this kind of reasoning has played 
any part whatever. in considera- 
tions concerning the loan on either 
side of the Atlantic. The people 
of the United States are in no 
mood these days for power politics 
nor are, by all accounts, the peo- 
ple of Great Britain. 


Creates No Precedent. 

The only arguments for the spe- 
cial features of the loan agree- 
ment that make any. sense are 
those concerned with the provi- 
sions regarding commercial policy 
that are attached. In effect the 
United States makes it possible 
for Great Britain to meet her im- 
mediate balance of payments diffi- 
culties on condition that Britain 
throws her weight behind the trade 
policy program of the United 
States. Without the loan Britain 
will inevitably be forced into a trade 
policy inimical to the interests of 
the United States and to the inter- 
ests of economic recovery every- 
where. What the Empire, if per- 
mitted, can do in promoting a re- 
duction of trade barriers no other 
country or group of countries can 
do. Th» purpose of the loan is to 
make it possible for Britain to 
follow this course of action, It 
creates no precedent, for no other 
country can fulfill the other end 
of the bargain. 

The British loan and the ac- 
companying trade proposals are 
an essential link in the chain of 
our foreign economic policy. Other 
links in that chain include the In- 
ternational Bank, the Fund, the 
Food and Agriculture Organiz- 
ation, the Social and Economic 
Council of U.N.O. The American 
people and their Congress have 
helped to forge these other links. 
It seems unlikely that they will 
tolerate action regarding the loan 


that would bring these previous ef- 
forts to naught.

Irate Californians, who long had 
sought an excuse to get rid of 
Nisei competition in business and 
labor, described his tactics as 
“Biddling along,” and eventually 
the War Department took over 
under the pressure of public 
opinion, 

Biddle, however, promptly wrote 
an executive order for the Presi- 
dent setting up military zones 
with the specification that the 
Army was to make the rules but 
civilian authorities were to carry 
them out. There was no witch 
hunts reminiscent of the oppres- 
sive A, Mitchell Palmer days in 
the last World War, and no com- 
parable sabotage. 

At Groton Biddle was a con- 
scientious pupil who was anxious 
to excel and be liked, He wanted 
to toughen up, and became so deft 
with his mitts that he developed 
into the pugilist champ in his class 
(not to mention his captaincy of 
the gymnasium team). His gift 
of gab already was in bud, and on 
Prize day he walked off the stage 
with first award for the best two- 
minute speech. 

Graduated Cum Laude. 

At Harvard he earned scholar- 
ships, tutored and was graduated 
cum laude, As a student there he 
was in the bright intellectual cir- 
cle that revolved around George 
Santayana as nucleus, and at the 
Harvard Fry Club he engaged in 
wholesome palaver with Franklin 
Roosevelt and other club mem- 
bers. 

These were some of the campus- 
day influences that were to shape 
Biddle’s ultimate direction—these 
and the benevolent influence of 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
whom Francis served one year as 
secretary after graduating from 
the Harvard Law School. 

Biddle’s admiration for the re- 
nowned jurfst was to find expres- 
sion Many years later in his 
biography, “Mr Justice Holmes,” 
written with insight, tenderness 
and nobility of expression. “ ‘You 
see, my boy,’” he quotes Holmes 
as telling him in those early days, 
“‘with my secretaries I have all 
the pleasures of parenthood with- 
out any of the responsibilities. If 
there is anything there, perhaps I 
can enrich..it, and you will go 
away not altogether ungrateful. If 
not, no harm is done.” ... 

Enriched but still a Philophile, 
Francis returned to his beloved 
city and joined a law firm. One 
night he commuted to Boston to 
attend a Hasty Pudding dance 
and, .through friends, to keep 
a blind date with Katherine 
Garrison Chapin, attractive young 
poet. They began quarreling the 
moment they met and didn’t stop 
until they were married seven 
years later. For a brief time, 
while Francis was in an Army 
field artillery training camp, they 
had to carry on their broadsides 
by mail. A_ sensitive, talented, 
well-informed woman of great 
charm, she has become one of 
America’s outstanding poets, and 
has helped guide her husband's 
intellectual energies. 

When Biddle became an assist- 
ant United States Attorney of the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania 
in 1922 for a four-year term, he 
saw political machinations and 
municipal corruption at their 
worst. After that he settled down 
once more to lucrative private 


practice, but the excitement of 
political life tantalized him during 
his long hibernation, and in Frank- 
lin Roosevelt he found both his 
prophet and his political benefac- 
tor. He can take a measure of 
satisfaction in the thought that 
while many early New Dealers 
used their Government contacts 
as stepping stones to lawyer-lob- 
byist activities, he reversed the 
standard procedure, jilting wealthy 
legal clients to champion the 
cause of the Common Man. 

Biddle, now 59, still maintains 
his residence in Washington. At 
his artistic, richly draped colonial 
house in Georgetown he frequent- 
ly gave stag parties. Good bour- 
bon and bubbling chatter predom- 
inated, with the talk usually giv- 
ing way to ensemble chorals. His 
guests—often as many as 60—in- 
variably included his eight closest 
friends: Justices Jackson and 
Douglas, Corcoran (who brings his 
accordion), former FEA Admin- 
istrator Leo Crowley, Navy Secre- 
tary Jim Forrestal, Poet Archibald 
MacLeish, Columnist Lowell Mel- 
lett and Curmudgeon Harold 
Ickes, 

During rapid conversation, Bid- 
die tends to stutter and lisp slight- 
ly, a habit that has caused some 
of his less-respectful associates to 
refer to him as ‘‘“Mushmouth”; but 
under official pressurg as Attor- 
ney General, they will concede, 
he used to become “polite as hell 
and definite as hell.” 


Precise English. 


Brittle and reserved when he 
first meets’ people, Biddle quickly 
relaxes into cordial conversation, 
studding his precise English with 
common idioms. In appearance 
he is unsensational: hazel eyes set 
wide beneath a high-domed 
glistening forehead, surmounted 
by a fringe of hair; a prominent 
nose that bisects a _ straight-bar 
moustache; a slender but almost 
six-foot frame that he carries with 
crisp poise; a jaunty and deb- 
onair manner. He likes brightly 
striped bow ties and fours-in-hand, 
gay waistcoats that have been 
known to boast pewter buttons, 
wine-colored smoking jackets and 
dilapidated fedoras. 


Such is the background and per- 
sonality of the man who is rep- 
resenting the United States at the 
historic war criminal trials in 
Germany. Francis Biddle once 
said that he likes “immediacy, 
action and the strife of existence,” 
feeling that the latter is neces- 
sary “to ignite the purposes of 
man.” At Nuernberg these “likes” 
are being put to the ultimate test 
—and in this instance certainly 
the “purposes of man” already 
have been ignited,

board awards, said Northrup, “they 
refused to accept them and made 
use of their political power to ob- 
tain more favorable terms.

Unions Support Carriers, 
“Moreover, the political power 
of the railway unions is not al- 
ways used against the railroads.

The Commission, 
however, is directed, under the 
McMahon Bill, to foster research 
both into the scientific aspects of 
atomic fission and into its social, 
political and economic effects. 

The Commission could make 
loans or outright grants for re- 
search and would itself establish 
projects for research into further 
military uses of atomic energy. 
Private persons would be entirely 


.|/excluded from this field. Manufac- 


ture or possession of any atomic 
weapon is punishable, under the 
bill, by a $10,000 fine and five 
years in prison. 

Atomic weapons manufactured 
by the government would be kept 
in custody of the Commission, and 
would be turned over to the armed 
forces only if and when the Presi- 
dent found that the national de- 
fense requires it. The

Keezer’s Views. 

Keezer agreed with Leiserson 
that the WLB engaged in compul- 
sory arbitration which crippled 
collective bargaining. But— “the 
process of crippling continues 

. at the hands of the so-called 
fact-finding boards. Those 
boards would be better designed 
to defeat the announced policy of 
the Federal G vernment to get 
back to collective bargaining if 
their conclusions were given the 
force of law instead of merely the 
force which the prestige of: their 
personnel and the Government 
gives them-—-but the difference 
would be only one of degree.” 

How then, he asked, does Lei- 
serson reconcile his faith in col- 
lective bargaining with his final 
resort to arbitration via emer- 
gency boards, enforced by public 
opinion? “How does that differ 
from what we now have? And 
how would it avoid undercutting 
collective bargaining and an ef- 
fective program of mediation?” 

Keezer shared Northrup’s. skep- 
ticism of the Railway Labor Act. 
“At the White House,” he said, 
“in 1941 and again in 1943, wage 
awards recommended by emer- 
gency boards were revised upward. 
It is my impression ... that the 
success of ‘fact-finding’ in 
the railroad industry ... is to be 
explained largely in terms of the 
maturity of the unions involved, 
the fact that the industry is a 
public utility, the fact that the 
emergency boards were not 
skimpy (that is, that they were 
generous to labor) in their rec- 
ommendations. .. .” 

Keezer also raised a point of 
public interest not touched by the 
others, “I would prefer,” he said, 
“a system of collective bargain- 
ing, lubricated by government 
mediation, to a tidy system of 
government dictation. ...” It was 
entirely possible, however, for the 
former process to achieve peace 
by forming conspiracies against 
the public welfare. “Witness the 
amity of many employers and 
unions in making arrangements 
to gouge the consumer... .” 

Characteristics of Monopoly. 

There was particular danger of 
such an outcome now, he believed, 
because both corporations and na- 
tional unions have grown so large 
that they have strong character- 
istics of monopoly. Hence he 
would feel easier about the public 
interest if there were well-estab- 
lished principles to determine how 
“the proceeds from increased pro- 
ductivity” should “be distributed 
among workers, Owners, mana- 
gers and consumers.” Because 
such principles do not exist, nego- 
tiations “generally start a shout- 
ing match, which may degenerate 
into a brawl, and in which all 
sides feel not merely free but 
called upon to indulge in almost 
unlimited amounts of economic 
hokum., , 

“So long as collective bargain- 
ing remains such a rough-and- 
tumble business and the forces in- 
volved are so tremendous, I doubt 
if the prospects of having the 
Government keep out except in 
the primary role of mediator are 
very bright. Since I agree with 
Mr. Leiserson’s diagnosis, I real- 
ize this is tantamount to saying 
that I suspect labor relations will 
continue to be a mess—at least 
until the economists go to work 
and pound out some principles to 
guide the distribution of the prod- 
uct of industry, not in 1776 (a ref- 
erence to Adam Smith's “Wealth of 
Nations”) or in the better state 
to come in the future, no doubt, 
but in the United States of Ameri- 


ca in 1946.”

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SOVIET ELECTION 
TODAY. MILITARY 
MEN SEEK SEATS 


Half a Hundred High Of- 
ficers Among Unop- 
posed Candidates for 
Supreme Soviet, 


By TRUDI McCULLOUGH 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP)— 
Half a hundred high ranking mili- 
tary men are among the nominees 
for the Supreme Soviet (Russia’s 
congress) in tomorrow's general 
elections, the first to be held there 
in eight years. 

Nomination of the candidates, 
who range from Marshal Georgi 
Zhukov to Lt. Col. Alexander 
Pokryshkin, thrice decorated fly- 
ing hero of the Soviet Union, is 
tantamount to election. Although 
pre-nomination campaigning is 
vigorous, once the selection is 
made, it is impossible to vote for 
anyone but the single nominee, A 
voter can vote against the nomi- 
nee by casting a blank ballot. All 
ballots would have to be blank, 
however in order to defeat him. 
Blank ballots seldom’ represent 
more tnan a tiny percentage of 
the vote. 

Soviet spokesmen say there is 
no particular significance attached 
to the relatively high number of 
military men—who include at least 
20 marshals, 22 generals, an ad- 
miral of the fleet and several fleet 
commanders — standing for elec- 
tion. They point out that most of 
them are renominations and that 
as Russia has just been through 
a war it is natural that many of 
her top men were in the armed 
forces. 

Seats in Two Houses. 

The offices for which these war 
leaders are standing are seats in 
the Supreme Soviet’s two equal- 
sized houses: the Council of the 
Union (apportioned on a popula- 
tion basis) and the Council of 
Nationalities (apportioned on a 
state or “republic” basis). 

It is not necessary for nominees 
to be Communist party members. 
In the outgoing Supreme Soviet 
there were 870 party members and 
273 non-party men. 

For weeks before the election 
little groups of people in cities, 
Villages and cross-roads towns of 
Russia daily engaged in political 
debates to select the nominee for 
their area. 

These arguments were held in 
factory committees, village meet- 
ings, small trade unions, in groups 
of artists and writers and similar 
forums. They discuss everything 
from roads, to foreign affairs, ra- 
tions and schools. A prospective 
nominee is thoroughly discussed 
as to his qualities as a “good 
representative,” and finally the 
nomination is made, 

On election day, from 6 a. m., 
to midnight, the voters go to the 
polls. No one is allowed in the 
voting booth with them. No 
speeches or persuasion are al- 
lo ed at the voting points. All 
men and women of 18 and over 
are voters. 

State Pzays Costs. 

The state pays all expenses of 
the election. There is no individ- 
ual poll tax. For the first time 
Soviet soldiers will vote on for- 
eign soil and their ballots will 
be sent home. 

Ships bearing 25 or more voters 
on the day of election, passenger 
trains on long-distance runs, hos- 
pitals and maternity homes hav- 
ing not less than 50 voters are 
to be considered election dis- 
tricts. 

It is estimated that 110,000,000 
persons will vote in this election. 
In the last election, of 100,000,000 
ballots cast only 632,000 were 
blank. 

Although the Supreme Soviet, as 
a rule, does not frame laws, but 
merely lays down a principle of 
basic policy for the various do- 
mains of national life, technically 
it is the highest organ of state 
power in Russia. Actually, the 
supreme junta of power is the 
Politburo (Stalin-headed,  nine- 
man board with five alternates). 
It derives from the Communist 
party, which elects a party con- 
gress, which elects a central com- 
mittee, which appoints the Polit- 
buro. 

A few of the military men 
standing for the Supreme Soviet 
are also dignitaries of the Polit- 
buro. They include Marshal K. 
E. Voroshilov, an old time So- 
viet, close friend of Stalin, hero 
of the revolution and currently 
chairman of the Allied Control 
Commission in Hungary. 

Another Politburo member 
standing for the Supreme Soviet 
is Col. Gen. A. A. Zhadnov, young 
Soviet, formerly holder of the 
Communist party’s number two 
position as secretary of the Len- 
ingrad party, a job now held by 

is deputy while he handles gen- 
eral party affairs. His is most 
often mentioned among the names 
of Stalin’s possible successors, and 
he is chairman of the Allied Con- 
tro] Commission in Finland. 

Alternate member to the Polit- 
buro, and standing for the Su- 
preme Soviet, is Marshal L. P. 
Beria, until recently head of 
NKVD (successor to the Ogpu), 
whose resignation to assume more 
pressing political duties for the 
party’s central committee drew 
even more attention to him.

New Orleans Again 
Staging Mardi Gras

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 9 
ARDI GRAS, that famous, fabulous and historic carnival 
\) Ee in one form or another, is about as old as New 
Orleans itself, is being celebrated again this year for the 
first time since it was suspended, in 1941, for the duration. “In 
fact,” said a patient New 
Orleans society editor who 
undertook the difficult task 
of instructing us in the his- 
tory and background, the 
culture and decorum and the 
customs and rituals of this 
highly complicated affair, 
“it’s going on right now.” 
“Where?” we said, looking 
around. Except for the bal- 
loon venders on every street 
corner and the crowds of 
residents and tourists who 
vied for walking space on 
the sidewalks of Canal 
street and the French quar- 
ter, we could see nothing 
that looked like our concep- 
tion, gained from years of 
news reels, of the Mardi 
Gras. “It’s the side of the 
Mardi Gras,” she explained, 
“which visitors never see. In fact, only a comparatively small 
section of New Orleans ever sees it. It is the social side, and it 
is well protected by thick layers of secrecy and selectivity from 
the prying eyes of the outsider.” It began, she explained, with 
the Harlequin’s ball, which was on Dec. 28, and will continue 
until Tuesday night, March 5, which is Mardi Gras and which 
means, liberally translated, “Fat Tuesday,” it being the last day 
before Ash Wednesday or the beginning of Lent. In other 
words, its a celebration, carried over from the old country by 
the French and Spanish settlers of New Orleans, of the last day 
of feasting. 
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The Harlequin’s ball was the first of 37 balls which 
will lead up to Mardi Gras, all of them given by various 
“krewes.” A krewe is a men’s club, and they have 
names like Caliphs of Cairo, Bards of Bohemia, the 
Marionettes, Mystick (spelled with a K) Krewe of 
Comus, Krewe of Hypatians, Knights of Momus, and 80 
on. Thirty-seven of them. They are private and rather 
exclusive clubs and their membership is a matter of the 
greatest secrecy. Except, of course, to their families 
and a few friends and acquaintances. But it is consid- 
ered good form to maintain the illusion of secrecy and 
the worst thing you, as an outsider, could do would be 
to ask a New Orleanian what krewe he belongs to. You 
would receive only a cold blank stare and be marked 
down as an oaf, if not worse. 
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@ FROM SEASON TO SEASON THE KREWES work on 
next year’s ball and parade. “You may have seen some build- 
ings around town,” the society editor said, “with signs on them 
such as ‘Krewe of Proteus, Den No. 2’... We had. “Well, that’s 
where they plot their themes and build their floats. A krewe 
first*selects a theme such as, say, ‘Arabian Nights’. Their cos- 
tumes, ball and float will be in keeping with the theme. They 
spend hundreds of dollars each on their costumes, which are 
made of the most lavish silks and satins, hand-embroidered and 
decorated with imitation gems and sequins.

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Bestowal of Traditional Red Hats on Venerable St. 
Louis Prelate and 31 Other New Cardinals Next Week 
at Vatican Will Be Colorful and Solemn Ceremony.

UR world, in which the pomp 
Q- pageantry of courts are 

now seldom seen, will pause 
next week to view the solemnity 
of the Papal ceremony creating— 
this is Rome’s term—32 new car- 
dinals. Of this unusually large 
number of initiates to the Sacred 
College, John Cardinal Glennon of 
St. Louis, 83 last June 14, will be 
the eldest in years and in length 
of service as a Bishop. 

The Vatican, which until the 
day of Merchandise Marts, Em- 
pire State and Pentagon build- 
ings, was considered the world’s 
largest edifice, will be the scene 
of the consistory, to begin Feb. 
18, and to reach the public be- 
stowal of the traditional red hats 
three days later. 

The possessors of these hats, 
which are treasured though not 
worn, are princes of the Church, 
equals in rank of kings and em- 
perors, whom royal etiquette per- 
mits them to address as “Brother.” 

But the most highly regarded 
of their distinctions is that, pro- 
claimed by worldwide Catholi- 
cism, of spiritual succession to 
the Twelve Apostles, those men 
of Galilee who were the com- 
panions and later the evangelists 
of the Founder of Christianity. 


Another Scriptural precedent for 
the Sacred College, which accords 
with its present numerical con- 
tent of 70, is found in the Seventy 
Elders of Israel, whom Moses con- 
vened by divine command, as told 
in the twenty-fourth chapter of 
Exodus and the eleventh chapter 
of Numbers; in the latter account, 
the descent of the Spirit of the 
Lord upon the seventy is related. 

It may well be that St. Louis 
is more stirred by the distinction 
of a cardinalate than the other 
cities of the United States which 
were honored in like manner by 
the Christmas-week announcement 
of Pope Pius XII. New York has 
had three cardinals in the past, 
and Chicago one. Detroit has had 
none, but its Archbishop Edward 
Mooney, less than nine years in 
that city, can hardly be the figure 
there which, in his more than 42 
years here, the Archbishop of St. 
Louis has become. 
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ERE, long before the present 
{ Pontite came to power, it was 
the desire and expectation of 
Catholics and non-Catholics alike 
that the work of Archbishop Glen- 
non for the church, and his stand- 
ing in the city, should be recog- 
nized. The recognition was the 
more desirable in that it would not 
remove him from St. Louis, or af- 
fect his ecclesiastical office here. 
When Cardinal Pacelli became 
Pope early in 1939, these expecta- 
tions were stimulated. The “fly- 
ing cardinal’s” visit to St. Louis 
in 1936 was fresh in memory. It 
seemed certain that he would re- 
member the remarkable showing 
which St..Louis had made in his 
inspection of churches and insti- 
tutions. But with the nations at 
each other’s throats, it was no 
time to be calling a consistory. 
War came Sept. 1, and for six 
years the membership of the col- 
lege dwindled. Among the mem- 
bers who died were three of the 
four cardinals from the United 
States—O’Connell! of Boston, 
Hayes of New York and Munde- 
lein of Chicago. There remained 
Dennis Cardinal Dougherty of 
Philadelphia, now 80 years old 
and a cardinal since 1921. 


The announcement, when it 
came near the end of 1945, showed 
long study and the selective skill 
of a world statesman. Every con- 
tinent was represented, and China, 
Cuba, Chile and Peru were new 
nations in the list. 

New York and Chicago are met- 
ropolitan posts oi such importance 
that their archbishops must be 
men of the stature of the car- 
dinalate; in addition, a close per- 
sonal friendship links the Pope 
and Archbishop Francis J. Spell- 
man of New York. The other two 
choices, it may be surmised, were 
of the men rather than the cities, 
though the choice was limited to 
cities of importance. Boston and 
Baltimore are other American 
cities to which red hats have gone 
in the past; a California prelate 
may some day receive one, now 
that, for the first time, this dis- 
tinc ior. has extended across the 
Mississippi River. 

Within the past week, an added 
gratification to the St, Louis prel- 
ate has come in the announce-

ment that the ancient Church of 
San Clemente, or St. Clement, in 
Rome, has been designated as the 
titular church of Cardinal Glen- 
non. 


This church, comprising an up- 
per structure dating from not 
later than the twelfth century, 
and a lower basilica, dating from 
the fifth century or earlier, is be- 
lieved by some authorities to be 
the oldest church in Rome. It is 
known today as the “Irish 
Church,” because of the fact that 
Irish Dominicans, who have been 
in charge of it for nearly a cen- 
tury, directed the work of excava- 
tion which revealed the lower 
church, buried and forgotten for 
several hundred years. 

The church contains the relics 
of St. Clement, the martyred third 
Pope, and of other martyrs, and 
priceless examples of early Chris- 
tian art. The late Cardinal O’Con- 
nell of Boston previously had St. 
Clement’s as his titular church. 

Another titular church assign- 
ment announced recently was that 
of the Church-of Sts. John and 
Paul to Cardinal Spellman, This 
was the titular church of the preés- 
ent Pope during his cardinalate. 
Both the churches are in the 
neighborhood of the Colosseum. 

Cardinals Spellman and Glennon 
and their parties will make the 
air voyage to Rome together, 
leaving New York tomorrow, and 
recent announcements indicated 
that at least one other new mem- 
ber of the college would accom- 
pany them, This is Cardinal Tien, 
Bishop of Tsingtao, China, who 
has been in the United States for 
several days and arranged for the 
flight from New York with the 
Spellman party. 

Food for the travelers in the 
Spellman party, during their stay 
in Italy,- was sent to Rome by 
ship recently, as it was desired 
not to tax the meager food re- 
sources of that country. 

Of greatest worldwide interest, 
in the Christmas announcement, 
was the fact that the new College 
of Cardinals will contain a much 
larger number of non-Italian mem- 
bers, and of non-European, than 
heretofore, Usually, though not 
invariably, in the past, Italians 
have been in the majority. At the 
beginning of 1945 there were 24 
Italians of a total membership of 


41; in 1940,°31 Italians out of a 
total of 56; in 1938, 36 Italians out 
of 64; and in 1930, 27 Italians out 
of 57.. The new college was to 
have 28 Italians, two-fifths of the 
total membership of 70; but Car- 
dinal Boetto of Genoa died last 
month, leaving 27 Italians out of 
69. 


The 1945 list showed only four 
non-European members; there are 
now 19 from the Americas, Asia, 
Africa and Australia. 


All this might mean that the 
cardinals, in some future con- 
clave, might depart from the prac- 
tice, followed without a break 
since 1523, of electing an Italian 
Pope. The present Pope, whose 
health is reported to be excellent, 
will observe his seventieth birth- 
day on March 2. 
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F the new cardinals from the 
QO United States, Spellman of New 

York, aged 56; Edward Mooney 
of Detroit, 63, and Samuel A, 
Stritch of Chicago, 58, have nor- 
mally a longer expectancy of life 
than the Pontiff. Cardinal Spell- 
man, however, is the one whose 
future has been the chief theme of 
speculation. Besides an earlier 
close acquaintance with the then 
Cardinal Pacelli, he was for seven 
years one of the Vatican house- 
hold—an attache to the Curla, or 
Papal court, from 1925 to 1932. 
Part of his work was translation 
of Papal broadcasts and encycli- 
cals. For the last two years of 
his stay there, Cardinal Pacelli 
was Secretary of State, and it was 
he who officiated at Spellman’s 
consecration as Bishop, in St. Pe- 
ter’s in 1932. 


Present speculation is that Car- 
dinal Spellman might be appointed 
Papal Secretary of State, an office. 
in which, in the event of a vacan- 
cy, he would be inevitably a can- 
didate for the Papal office. Not 
that the Secretary of State is as- 
sured of promotion; Cardinal Pa- 
celli went from that post to the 
chair of St. Peter, but the able 
Cardinal Rampolla did not, and it 
has sometimes appeared that the 
most conspicuous candidate has 
not the best chance of advance- 
ment, 


To take Cardinal Spellman from 
the important archbishopric of 
New York, at the height of his 
capacity for administrative service 
there, might not appear wise to 
the Pope. So the matter is wholly 
one for speculation at this time. 

For the St. Louis prelate who 
will brave the air currents of the

means from Asia, Africa, Aus- 
tralia and both American conti- 
nents, ceremonial welcomes are 
waiting in the Eternal City. Each 
will receive a call, at his hotel or 
other lodging place, from a Mon- 
signor of the Papal court and a 
Noble Guard. These will bear a 
letter, confirming the previous an- 
nouncement of the new cardinal’s 
selection. It is traditional that 
they leave a red beret and a small 
red cap; traditional, also, that 
they receive a substantial gift of 
money from the new Prince of the 
Church; however, some of the tra- 
ditions no longer prevail, and the 
fees of these ceremonial callers 
are said to have been eliminated, 
or greatly reduced, in recent 
years,

borrowed some of the robes of the 
late Cardinal O’Connell of Boston 
from the present archbishop there, 
there.

buckle shoes, all of red. A mantel- 
letta, a red, sleeveless mantle, 
reaching to the knees, is worn 
over the rochet in Rome. For cere- 
monies of particular importance, 
the cappa magna, or great cape, is 
worn. It is a red cloak with long 
train, hood and shoulder piece, 
the last-named traditionally of 
ermine. 


A duplicate costume in violet 
and rose tints, for periods of ec- 
clesiastical mourning, is required. 
Such periods are Advent, Lent, 
and the interval between a Pope's 
death and the naming of his suc- 
cessor. Gaudete and Laetare Sun- 
days, in Advent and Lent respec- 
ttively, call for rose-colored robes. 

Compared with the garb re- 
quired for church ceremonies, the 
street attire of a cardinal is sim- 
ple. A black soutane with red 
buttons and cuffs, sash and cape 
of red or violet, and red stock- 
ings with black or dull red shoes, 
are customarily worn.

RULE centuries old made cer- 
At requirements as to a car- 

dinal’s residence. It had to 
contain a throne room, with a red 
baldachin, or canopy, on the wall, 
and an armchair turned go that no 
one uses it, facing a picture of the 
reigning Pope. In this chair the 
Pontiff would sit if he were to 
visit his cardinal. In a smaller 
room, the red biretta received at 
the creation ceremony is on a ta- 
ble in front of a crucifix. Some ar- 
rangements corresponding to these 
formulae may be made in Cardi- 
nal Glennon’s residence at 4510 
Lindell boulevard 


Further rules for a cardinal’s 
residence, which are not believed 
to apply outside of Rome _ and 
probably will not be followed here, 
prescribe that a tabs draped with 
red, in the servants’ antechamber, 
shall stand beneath the cardinal’s 
arms, suspended under a red cano- 
py. On this table the servants’ hats 
are placed. In the same room, a 
red pillow and a red parasol, such 
as férmerly were carried in the 
wake of a cardinal, were displayed, 

The cardinal’s ring, of heavy 
gold, has a precious stone—sap- 
phire, ruby or emerald. 

The secret consistory, in this case 
set. for Feb. 18, begins. the cere- 
mony of creation of cardinals. 
Following the secret session in 
the morning, the new cardinals 
meet in the afternoon in the ante- 
chamber of the fPope’s apart- 
ments, and each receives the scar- 
let zuchetto, or skull cap; there- 
after the Pope places a scarlet 
biretta on the head of each. 


The red hats are distributed in 
the public consistory. These are 
taken home by the recipients, and 
are placed in positions of honor. 
Sometimes this hat is seen on a 
cardinal’s casket. Visitors to Notre 
Dame, Paris, will remember see- 
ing the red hats suspended in the 
nave, memorials of the archbish- 
ops who have been cardinals. 

A ceremony, witnessed by the 
cardinals only, is the opening and 
closing of the mouth of the initiate. 
This symbolizes the duty of the 
cardinal to give wise counsel, and 
to keep the secrets of his office. 
At the same time, the cardinals 
receive their rings, and the as- 
signments of titular churches. 

Cardinals take an oath similar 
to that required of bishops, but 
more inclusive. The cardinal must 


swear that he will defend consct- 
entiously the papal bulls concern- 
ing non-alienation of the posses- 
sions of the church; the decrees 
against nepotism, or favoritism to 
relatives; and the decrees govern- 
ing papal elections; and will de- 
fend his own cardinalitia] dignity, 

Of the three ranks among the 
cardinals, cardinal bishops, cardi- 
nal priests and cardinal deacons, 
the American members and others 
who are archbishops in active 
charge of sees have usually been 
listed as cardinal] priests. The six 
cardinal bishops are titular bish- 
ops of suburban dioceses of Rome, 
and are members of the Curia. or 
Papal court and executive group. 
The 14 cardinal deacons are also 
in the Curia, or are Papal dele- 
gates to various nations. The full 
number of cardinal priests is 50, 
and this includes several who are 
in the Curia. Cardinal Pacelli 
before his elevation’ in 1939, was 
one of these. 


The composition and number of 
the Sacred College, and the rights 
and dignities of its members, have 
been a matter of growth, and of 
increase by successive papal de- 
crees. In the thirteenth century 
there were but seven cardinals. 
The Councils of Constance and 
Basle in the fifteenth century de 
creed that the number should be 
fixed at 24. Their right to elect 
the Pope was affirmed by a decree 
of Nicholas II in 1059, and con- 
firmed by Alexander IIT in 1179, 
Leo X in 1514 decreed that cardi- 
nals should have precedence over 
all others, outranking bishops and 
archbishops, going directly after 
the Pope, having equality with 
sovereigns, whom they were to 
address as “Brother.” 


The Catholic Encyclo 

pedia, 
which states the facts in the pre- 
vious paragraph, says also: 


“In the Middle Ages the cardi- 
nals attempted more than once to 
secure over the Pope the same 
pre-eminence which they had se- 
cured over the episcopate. They 
sought to change the monarchial 
form of government into an aris- 
tocracy. What tended to ‘bring 
this about was the fact that in all 
important matters the popes were 
accustomed not to act without the 
counsel or the consent of the car- 
dinals, or declared that they could 
not act otherwise. Consequently, 
the conclusion was often drawn 
by canonists, or by enemies of the 
popes, that they were obliged to 
govern in this manner. 


“During papal conclaves, which 
often lasted a long time, the car- 
dinals sought occasionally to bind 
the new Pope by ‘election capitu- 
lations’; prevented the appoint- 
ment of new cardinals; allied 
themselves (at least individually) 
with the civil power against the 
Pope; maintained that they could 
even depose the Pope, at least 
that they could convoke a council 
for that purpose, as in fact they 
did convoke the Council of Pisa 
in 1409 to put an end to the west- 
ern schism. . Innocent XII 
finally forbade all such previous 
agreements, by the constitution of 
1695. 


“In the nomination of cardinals, 
the Pope has always been free. In 
the medieval period the Pope was 
wont to ask cardinals for their 
opinion as to new members, but 
afterward decided freely.”

AST Sunday we were up early and headfng south into the 

zs: Ozark country.

These 

latter must have been here 

all winter as we have several 

times heard them flying over 

our valley at Possum Trot. 

The fields and woods, ex- 

. cept for the dark green 

cedars, were dull and brown with only a few leaves clinging 

stubbornly to the scrub oaks. Yet even on such a day we 

couldn't help but look forward to the time when the dogwood 

blooms and to start planning other trips which will take us 

away from home on many weekends from now until cold weather 

sets in again next winter. The most spring-like sight of the day 

was a flock of perhaps a hundred ewes, with an equal number 

of early lambs ranging from a week to not more than a few 

hours old. Many of the little fellows were still lying quietly in 

the deep brown grass, others were up and following the ewes, 

kicking their heels high into the air and stopping now and again 
to nurse vigorously.

In walking through the woods and across the fields, 
it was easy to realize why this is the most important 
season of all for feeding the birds. Except for the buck- 
brusA berries, which most birds seem to eat as a last 
resort, practically all the fruit-bearing trees and shrubs 
are empty. In the fields, weeds and grasses have been 
beaten down by wind and snow so that many of their 
seeds are already absorbed into the soil. 
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@ IN THE LESPEDEZA FIELDS you can look underneath 
last year’s plants and see the seed covering the ground. I am 
inclined to believe that this small Korean lespedeza has been 
over-rated as a food for the game birds. The seed of this plant 
after the hull has been removed is exceedingly tiny and in my 
experience such game birds as quail will generally choose the 
large seed of the small gray ragweed in preference to it, even 
when lespedeza Is plentiful. Come to think of it, there may be a 
connection here with the affinity which Louis Bromfield has 
noted between the ragweed and certain cultivated field crops. 
In any territory where there is heavy cover, plenty of water and 
a good supply of natural food, there is not great necessity for 
feeding either song or game birds. The former can generally 
make out even during heavy snows or ice storms when game 
birds need help. So the real reason for feeding song birds is 
because it is fun and brings them close enough to identify and 
study and enjoy. Since they probably have the same selectivity 
as animals in balancing their diet, it is my belief that no special 
care need be taken in selecting food for the song birds. They 
will ehoose what they like, though in the end they all seem to 
put peanut butter first on the list. Nearly all of them like 
suet, while the scratch feed we put out is least useful of all in 
attracting birds, except for the cardinal, junco and English 
sparrow. The flock of these latter which we are entertaining 
consists of about a dozen birds and they come during bad 
weather or when other grain-eating birds have scattered a 
lot of scratch feed on the ground beneath the feeders. 
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@ MANY PEOPLE LIVING IN THE COUNTY report covies 
of quail which come in to feed regularly. Such covies need feed 
mainly because their range is restricted and they become ex- 
ceedingly tame after eating at the same feeding station for a 
week or two, One thing to remember is that the feeding should 
be done in a protected place where dogs, cats and small boys 
with BB guns or rifles cannot get at them easily. There is 
doubt as to the advisability of feeding quail in places where they 
have ample natural food and shelter except in severe weather. 
The very tameness which pleases us to watch may easily prove 
their undoing if there is a smart cat or dog in the neighbor- 
hood. Just as birds raised under game-farm conditions become 
so tame within a few generations that they cannot survive in 
the wilderness, so may feeding destroy that natural wildness 
which is most necessary for survival. I know one case, how- 
ever, of several covies in a populated area which learned to 
roost high off the ground in evergreen trees to be safe from 
prowling dogs and cats. 
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If you have been feeding either game birds or song 
birds during this winter, remember that this is not the 
time to stop. They are used to your help and to turn 
them out now, when natural food is at its lowest point 
for the wear, might easily lead the birds into trouble 
from predators or starvation. There’s another thing you 
should be thinking about, and it is a natural corollary to 
feeding. This is the matter of building and locating 
enough houses to care for the birds you’ve persuaded to 
stay with you. 
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@ MOCKING BIRD, BLUEBIRD, TITMOUSE, cardinal and 
chiekadee are a few year-round species to which the rule 
applies. There are many birds like thé phoebe which require 
no more than a space under the edge of the porch roof. Others, 
however, are more particular. One man writes that he has 
planted his yard to shrubs and trees that are good for both 
food and nesting purposes. Among these are the mulberry, 
wild and tame cherry, hackberry, current, polkbeyry, rose and 
honeysuckle. The trellisses which carry these latter make 
particularly fine sites for.bird houses. These long evenings are 
an excellent time to plan and build for your summer residents, 
even though this may not end the housing shortage. A friend 
sent me a book, “Birdhouses” by Paul V. Champion, which lists 
nesting habits of most of the common birds and shows types 
of house to build for each species.

N a recent Saturday night, 
() “senator” Ed Ford, Harry 

Hershfield and Joe Laurie Jr., 
joke-cracking wits of the radio 
program “Can You Top This?”, 
celebrated their fifth anniversary 
on the air, The Three Knights of 
the Clown Table finished their 
evening joke-swapping’ session, 
looked back over the records and 
found that during their five years 
together they had told more than 
500,000 jokes over the ether, 


Out of those 500,000, the three 
gagsters have now sorted the best 
and the cream of their jests is 
contained in an hilarious little 
book, which bears the same name 
as their radio program and is 
just off the presses of Didier, pub- 
lishers. The three comedians also 
drew the illustrations in the book. 

Ford, Hershfield and Laurie do 
not claim that all of the jokes in 
their new book are original. But 
even to the oldest of gags they 
have given a new twist. 

“If you steal one joke, it’s pla- 
giarism,” says Senator Ford. “If 
you steal a lot of them and put 
them in a book, you call it re- 
search.” 

Unrehearsed and spontaneous, 
the radio program, which is heard 
in St. Louis over KSD, is the brain 
child of “Senator” Ford who 
created, produces and owns. the 
show. An audience participation 
show, stories and jokes are sent 
in by the listening audience and 
then Laurie, Hershfield and Ford 
try to top the submitted story 
with jokes on the same subject. 

The laughter of the studio au- 
dience is calibrated on a big laugh 
meter. Hershfield, Laurie 
Ford work without scripts -or 
notes and draw solely from mem- 
ory the jokes they tell on the 


program, 

The mention of anything from 
apple pie to a paper clip will set 
the wits off on a gag session. A 
discussion goes something like 
this: 

“Ford: We had a 22-pound 
turkey last Sunday, It was stuffed 
with chestnuts—to remind me of 
this program! 

Laurie: That reminds me of the 
fellow who went into a restaurant 
and remarked to the waiter, ‘It’s 
depressing eating Sunday dinner 
all alone.’ The waiter nodded and 
said, ‘What will you have?’ The 
morose chap said, ‘Bring me some 
turkey and a few kind words 
please.’ The waiter left and re- 
turned with the turkey. ‘Where 
are the few kind words?’ asked 
the customer. The waiter replied, 
‘Don’t eat the turkey!’ 

Ford: After dinner at our house, 
we took the wishbone of the tur- 
key and made wishes.

The Gershwin list there- 
fore consists of exactly two num- 
bers: “The Concerto in F” and 
the “Rhapsody in Blue.” 

It was a stroke of enterprise to 
present the “Rhapsody” without 
any apologies and with so much 
preparation and so much style. 
But it would be a stroke of folly 
to attempt it too often. For one 
may be sure that the law of dimin- 
ishing returns would begin to 
operate fairly early and _ the 
friends of Gershwin who turned 
out in such force last weekend 
would soon find that they had had 
enough. 

* * * 

IF THE GERSHWIN master- 
piece has earned a permanent 
place in the repertory along with 
the established works of the dead 
and gone masters, well and good. 
Let us have it at suitable inter- 
vals. But let’s not assume that all 
the old gods are dead and that a 
roster of new ones—preferably 
Americans—must be elected imme- 
diately to fill their places. 

First of all it should be remem- 
bered that the “Rhapsody” was 
written for concert performance, 
that it represented, at the time of 
its conception, a departure from 
the composer’s normal activities 
and that it followed a standard 
art-form in the exposition and de- 
velopment of its material, It is 
regrettable that other American 
composers of comparable gifts 
have not done likewise and that 
we do not have other works which 
have translated popular material 
so effectively into terms of higher 
significance. 

But the fact is that Gershwin’'s 
“Rhapsody” stands virtually alone. 
If not a happy accident, it is cer- 
tainly an anomaly since it is the 
work of a composer with a genius 
for popular American’ theater 
music who managed, for the mo- 
ment, to lift himself by his boot- 


straps. 
2 | 
OTHER AMERICANS of much 


greater technical proficiency have 
used the music of the people for 
symphonic purposes but’ they 
have approached it from above; 
they were not steeped in the lore 
of the streets and the dance halls; 
they did not have the same un- 
inhibited responses to the pulsa- 
tion and imagery of American 
life. 

And Gershwin’s contemporaries 
and successors who have written 
with a comparable freshness for 
the popular theater have not fol- 
lowed his example—the example of 
the “Rhapsody’—for one reason 
or another. This is not to say 
that it may not happen again. 
Nor is it impossible to believe 
that some thoroughly schooled 
American composer will some day 
write a piece that has both the 
hardihood of an enduring art 
work and the quality of evoking 
a fond recognition and response 
from the generality of Americans. 

Meanwhile nothing but confusion 
will result from an attempt to in- 
corporate other music of the popu- 
lar theater and dance hall into the 
regular symphonic repertory. The 
delightful songs of Richard Rodg- 
ers of Cole Porter for instance, are 
quite as incongruous on a sym- 
phony program as the Hammer- 
klavier Sonata would be in the 
Park Plaza Crystal Room.

IT 1S A GREAT pleasure, of 
course, to hear a symphony or- 
chestra play popular music if only 
for the reason that the execution 
is much better than by a 20-piece 
theater orchestra and is freer from 
the instrumental cliches of the mo- 
ment than the performances of 
most night club bands. Moreover, 
there is no reason why the St. 
Louis orchestra should not per- 
form popular music, including song 
hits of the day, as a part of its 
service to the community. 

The place for such performances, 
however, is the special series which 
supplements the regular subscrip- 
tion concerts. The Boston orches- 
tra does it every spring. St. Louis 
could do likewise or extend the 
special series into 4 parallel en- 
terprise to the regular season. 

Mixing the music which is de- 
signed to capture the mood of to- 
day and to please a wholly transi- 
tory taste, with music which at- 
tempts the expression of deep- | 
lving and unehanging human emo- 
tions is to ignore a fundamental 
difference in kind. This funda- 
mental difference is the reason 
why symphony orchestras exist.

HOUTS of ‘deliberate lie,” accusing fingers and emotional

Secretary of the Navy. If confirmed, the wealthy Californian 
and former treasurer of the Democratic National Committee is 
slated to be hoisted to Secretary. But his chances of confir- 
mation, in the wake of damaging testimony by a parade of 
witnesses, are considered extremely thin even by many of his

he star witness for the “prosecution,” led by able 
Senator Charles W. Tobey (Republican), of New Hampshire, 
was acrid-tongued Interior Secretary Harold L. Ickes, a voluble 
man even in his milder moods. The old curmudgeon dropped 
his bombshells at the hearings with the placidity of an experi- 
enced hand. Veteran observers co remember no other 
instance in which one cabinet officer had testified at any hear- 
ing against an aspiring cabinet member. Before trundling on 
up to the Hill Top, “Honest Harold” had obtained President 
Truman's consent to go ahead “and tell the plain truth.” 

The dramatic spectacle has placed Missouri's first Presi- 
dent in a highly embarrassing spot. He has seen witness after 
witness, climaxed by Ickes, swear that Big Ed Pauley placed 
private oil interests above the public welfare, that he persist- 
ently sought to mix oil with politics. But Truman is known for 
his stubborn loyalty to his fiends, and Pauley is his friend. 
At weekend the odds-on bet was that Harry Truman would 
resist growing pressure to withdraw the nomination, and that 
handsome Ed Pauley would fight to the bitter end.
